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VOLO Observations 


Sometimes its all about time... 

Late in the evening, less than 20 minutes of sun¬ 
light left, one camera & one lens - nothing more, 
that was the situation I had when I creatd this 
set with Miri. The location, a lake one hour away 
from Berlin - is in the easter part of Germany. Its 
a little mystical lake with wonderful colors in the 
end of the autumn-day exactly what I expected 
it to look like when we decided to come here for 
the shoot. 

Normally it is not a good idea, to shoot for a glob¬ 
al magazine without ample time at hand and with¬ 
out a perfect light situation. But in a way it was a 
challenge to ROCK a cool set together with just 
the model. Sometimes i love to work without a 
big team and a lot of equipment, just going back 
to the basics. 

Miri is a uncomplicated young woman with a 
good feeling for her body, and not afraid to going 
inside the cold water for nature shoots. It was 
due to her resilience that I could pull this shoot 
out in such a short time period. 

Some walkers coming around beetween the 
shoot, but in the east of germany, this make the 
most times no problems - so we can feel free to 
finish our set.

I was shooting some stuff for fun during my trav¬ 
els and I ended up winning a few awards for scenery 
and architecture shots. 


It made me realize that photography is an art form that 
I am good at and its really fun for me.

In a year I was already becoming 
quite famous and very popular, and models were queu¬ 
ing up outside the door to get a shoot with me.
